HON. 
THOMAS 


JENCKES. 


The Hon. Thomas Alien Jenckes died fit 


his homo in Cumberland yesterday • morn- 
ing, aged fifty BOVOU years and ono day. 


Mr. Jenckes graduated at Brown Univer- 


sity at the age of twenty years, and imme- 
diately entered on the study and practice of 
Uw. The first case in which he became 
conspicuous was a cane under the bankrupt 
law of 1811, tried before Judge Story. 
Mr. 


Jeuckes carried his caso egniast old and 
able lawyers, and against the opinions , o.f 
most of the legal authorities 'of the time. 
Mr. Jenckeg rose to a prominent place at 
the bar with unusual rapidity and was long 
regarded as the foremost man of his profes- 
sion in the state. His specialties were pa- 
tent and commercial law. 


In the Dorr war ho adhered to the ragu- 


lar authorities which ho supported both in a 
ciril 
and 
military capacity. 
He was 


a 
secretary 
of 
tho 
"landhold- 


ers' convention" of 1SU and of the con- 
vention that framed the present coastitu 
tion of the state in 1812. 
Ho also became 


sscretary of tho governor's council when 
that was established. For four years ho was 
secretary of the house of representatives, 
and afterwards served many years as a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly. There he 
made a remarkable speech in tho celebrated 
case oE Hazard and Ires, involving the right 
of the General Assembly to revise the judg- 
ments of the court, so far as to direct a new 
trial. This speech, with that of Kathan P. 
Diion, afterwards his oolleague in Congress, 
carried the General Assembly against its 
own previous opinion, against what was un- 
doubtedly the popular senuuiant ana tne 
prejudice of tradition, and against some of 
the most powerful appeals ever made to the 
people of the state. This was one of the 
greatest forensic triumphs in the annals of 
Rhode Island. 


In 1855 Mr. Jenokes was appointed with 


Saranel Ames, Benjamin T. Eames, Wingate 
Hayes and Henry Howard to revise the stat- 
utes of the state. In 1862 he was elected to 
the Thirty-eighth Congress, and was re- 
elected at three succeasiro elections, hia pe- 
riod of serviti extending from 18G3 to 1871, 
eight of the most important and exciting 
years of the country's history. 
He was a 


member of the judiciary committee aud 
Chairman of the committee on patents. Ho 
lacked only a few votes of being elected one 
of the managers of the impeachment of An- 
4retf Johnson. 


Outside of this state Mr. Jeuckes will be 


best remembered by the present bankrupt 
law, of which he was tho author, nnd the 
ill-fated civil service reform, of which he 
was the bold and energetic advocate. In 
him there was nothing of the demagogue or 
tha office-seeker, and ho perhaps underesti- 
mated the amount.of resistance that would 
be made to his project by men whose bread 
and butter, and whose political hopes all 
hung npon patronage. The civil service 
reform has been abandoned to political 
harpies by men who might have firmly es- 
tablished it had their oota at all resembled 
their words. 
Bat the country owes an im- 


mense debt to Mr. Jenckes for his efforts to 
cleanse our Augean stable. 


Mr. Jencks was not ordinarily sociable, 


and hU want of enthusiasm was a subject 
of joke among his friends. 
There was 


nothing about him to Hiake him popular,and 
he was the last man in tho world to seek 
political advancement by the arts of tho 
demagogue or the wire puller. His coldness 
and apathy gave him a reputation for selfish- 
ness. 
Everything that ho won, however, 


he won by his own merits, and ho has loft 
a name that will long be remembered, not 
Only in Rhode Island, but in the country at 
Urge, as that of n man of singular acute- 
ness and force of character, nnd ono who 
deserved woll of his countrymen..

ESLiltOESIEXT OP THE CiBIKET.— An able 


article, OH the "Enlargement and lieorgan- 
ii:atiou of the Cabinet,'' appeared in the 
lost issue of Leslie.'s Illustrated Paper. It 
presents the subject in a concise, statemau- 
like manner, and evinces close study on the 
part of the writer, who says:—"Agriculture 
is the primary source of our prosperity and 
national wealth, arid though we have $14,- 
120,000,000, actually; invested in and rep- 
resented by it, it has failed to receive that 
attention,which its importance demands, 
and should receive, by a representation in 
tho Cabinet.'' Mining is another great re- 
source left without any suitable provision 
commensurate with its importance, with 
a capital invested of $223,000,000, and a 
product in 1770 of §153,000,000. Educa- 
tion, the great foundation upon which all 
governments rest, all business stands, is 
now almost left to caro for itself, but it is 
recommended by tho author of this article, 
that suitable provision bo made for it in 
the executive Cabinet, thus causing its 
great importance to bo fully recognized.

Tho amount of business done is marvelous, 
and probably no business is as profitable as 
that of a private detective who ge.ts tho run 
of tho business and tho confidence of the 
community. The departments have head- 
quarters and a corps of men, the shrewdest 
and sharpest in the country, ready id move 
on tho slightest notice. It demands a pe- 
culiar.gift to be a successful detective. He 
must, bo a gentleman, intelligent, sharp- 
witted, silent, energetic, aud able to trans- 
form himself 
into 
anything—vendor of 


peanuts; a seller of pencils on tho sidewalk; 
a crippled 
Irishman; 
ail Italinn organ 


grinder; and above all, one who has the 
knowledge of men.

Nobody in the bank knows to- 
day that the president's nephew was the 
thief: That his health was not good, that 
he was traveling in Europe, and that his 
place in the bank was filled by another, was 
well known. The bunk was saved from 
robbery, Iho family from dishonor, tho de- 
tective commended for his skill and pru- 
dence, and was nil the happier for n check 
of $1000.

FEMAJDE LABOR IN" BERLIN. 


- Of tho 407,000 self-reliant parsons in 
Berlin, there are about ldO',000 women so 
that they nro about 35 per cont. of the 
whole. 
Sevonty-ono per cent, of tlieso 


women have como from, abroad. Tho do 
main of female labor iu Berlin is very .com- 
prehensive. To judge from tho statistics 
women prefer that of common service or 
hiring out, tailoring, laundry, attendance 
milinery, making o£ artificial flowers anc 
arfciclea of leather, tapestry, manufacturing 
of cartoons, fancy articles ncd umbrellas 
These branches of industry aro sought tiioro 
by women than men,. In the sphere of ectnca 
tfon and instruction the proportion between 
tho two sexes i3 nearly equal ; there nro nl 
most as many rnalo as female- educators 
Tho same holds good in tho manufacture o: 
laces, fringes, etc., also in attending bath 
ing institutions. 
Tho women aro largely 


represented in .stores and trading generally 
in factories of articles of leather, in restau- 
rants, hotels, furnishing rooms, attendance 
on the sick, hair dressing and cabinet mak- 
ing, in which they generally as widows con- 
tinue tho business of their deceased hus- 
bands.

He disparagec 
Moore, because the latter in some of his 
couplets hail made what Hazlitt thought an 
insulting reference to Rousseau, who was 
ono of Hiizlitt's idols.

WHAT PROVIDENCE HAS BEFORE HER.— 


Charles Nordhoff, who has been studying 
the prospects of the cotton mills at Provi- 
dence says: Tho conclusion which I dome 
to after an attentive though necessarily 
brief survey of the cotton industry is that 
it has an extremely promising future, which 
will be realized ns eooii as general industry 
revives. 
That the mill owners aro some- 


what too apt to complain of high wages, 
when they would do better to energetically 
seek a wider market and use skill nnd enter- 
prise in trying to adapt their gco:ls to a for- 
eign demand. Wlien trade is very chill,na it is 
just now,it is not a good time for operatives 
to fctrike. That as soon ns industry and trade 
revive fnctory wnges are likely to rise, be- 
cause there is not, I believe, nn actual sur- 
plus of operatives if all tho mills woro 
working fnll time. That n lively demand 
for cotton goods would at once develop a 
scarcity of at least some kinds of operatives, 
and honco a natural 'and inevitable raise in 
their wages. 


And finally, that we are still ia this in- 


dustry in this country nt tho point Where 
wages will rise or fall, not by tho arbitrary 
intervention of either mill owners or opera- 
tives, but by tho natural nnd sufficiently 
quick operation of tho law of supply and 
demand. 
The mill owners could hotter 


afford to pay higher wages if they had a fuil 
demand tor thoir products than thoy can 
afford to pay tho present rates at the present 
time of desperation. They cannot afford at 
any tinio to oppress their operatives,becnuso 
those would leave them. They can better 
afford to work without profit thnn to stop, 
because if they stop, their machinery deter- 
iorates, a groat parfc of thoir expenses con- 
tinues, and they disorganize and lose thoir 
trained laboring force. If theso proposi- 
tions are correct, ns I boliovo thoy nro,thero 
does not exist in tho relations between tho 
mill owners and their operatives hi this 
country such a condition of 
unlimited 


power on the ono side and dependence on 
tho other na would imperil tho rights o£ tho 
operatives or enable their employers to op- 
proas thorn without risking losses of n kind 
which thoy could not afford.

MASONIC SIGNS. 


Theso tokens were originally tho shapes 


of the implements in comiaon use; and the 
original signs were made by placing hands 
and feet in imitation of those shapes. 
But 


, Gnosticism, as I have said, introduced new 


signs and imitated" those of the Christian 
church. Now the niosfc ancient Christian 
sign is that of tho crosa. Tho first Chris- 
tiaus mncla this sign at nil hours of tho day, 
and on all occasions. By this sign, as Tor- 
tulliau witnesses, they recognized one an- 
other. This sign the Gnostic .renegades 
imitated, and tho imitation which bos been 
handed down,and which is now practiced by 
Masons, is exactly what an imitation would 
degenerate 
into, which had itself been 


learned from 
imitators. Tho Christian 


sign was, and is, made with the right hand 
touching the forehead first, then the breast, 
then the left shoulder, and then tho right. 
Tne imitation omits the two first moveniejats 
nod only imitates the latter in such a way as 
to illustrate the penalty of the Entered Ap- 
prentice's oatb, of which I shall treat pres- 
ently; Bat a still closer imitation of 'the 
origins! will be found in the ceremony -ob- 
served by Masons at their official banquets, 
which are themselves, probably, the contin- 
uance of Gnostic Love-feasts, in' imitation 
and in ridicule of the Christian agflpre. The 
Alasonic sign made on such occasions with 
the

glass, Tin 
response 
to 
a 


proposed toast,) is 
precisely the same 


as that made by the celebrant at mass when 
he moves (according to the most ancient 
rite, and as still practiced in the Roman 
Catholic and the Greek church) the chalice 
from north to south, and from east to west, 
in the form of a crosa. 
The Mfisbu, when 


drinking n Masonic toast, says, "Point, 
left, right; point, loft, right," moving his 
gloss in front of him northward, then to the 
right—that ia, in the form of n cross. Of 
course most English Free Masons aro ig- 
norant of this "practice in Western and East- 
ern ritual, which I take to bo the origin of 
this convivial rite. 
Free Masonry has, de- 


veloped its ceremonies in imitation of an- 
cient Christian ceremonies, as is easily aeon 
by a comparison of the admission of. on 
Apprentice Mason with the ceremonies of 
baptism—i. c., of admission into tho Cath- 
olic church. Tho ono will be found in niiy 
xnaimal of Free Masonry; the other, con- 
cerning the most primitive form of admit- 
ting - a catechumen, in a Catholic prayer- 
book. The candidate (of course I speak of 
adult baptism, the rnlo of the primitive 
church) stands without; is naked whatf he 
seeksj is led into the church.. InFreefMa- 
sonry, the candidate (who is blindfolded, 
his breast bared, and a cable tow placed 
round his neck, while a "brother" holds tho 
point of ft sword to his breast) stands with- 
out, is led into the lodge, and is asked what 
lie seeks. It is worthy of remark that in 
the Christian ceremonial the candidate'has 
his eyes open, but in the Masonic ritutil he 
is blindfolded.
